OUR HOG CRISIS AND ITS 
REMEDY 


This fall's swift, marked drop in 
the price of coarse grains will bring 
home the wisdom of a steadier policy 
in livestock farming. The lack of 
a steady policy has just brought 
about a crisis in the hog industry 
which is almost tragic and may have 
an far-reaching effect on our export 
bacon trade built up through thirty 
years of careful effort. During the 
comparatively short period when, in 
relation to grain prices, production 
was in an unfavorable position, farm- 
ers, especially in the West, by whole- 
sale disposal, almost depleted the 
country of breeding stock. 

The tragedy of this action lies in 
two things. During the war we had 
built up a great name and a keen 
demand for Canadian bacon. We se- 
eured a position overseas which 
would have beea assured if supplies 
had been kept vp. Our real dancer 
row is the loss of that market due to 
the rapid cecovery of other 
counmes where farmers were fec- 
sivhted enough to get back into the 
hog business after the war in 
of bigh feeding prices, To-day the 
Canadian farmer is faced with hav- 
ing on his hands a big erop of 
coarse grains at a comparatively low 
price. It could be very profitably 
fed to hogs. Yet the hogs are not 
in the country to be fed.
